SUNG Yueh-lun (7 341 4p ) of the Nan Jih Pao, organ of the CC Clique (see 
para- 3), was aeleoees to replace CH°ENG Ts*’ang<po of the Hsin Wen Pao. As it was 
previously understood that there would be a vacancy and that the replacement should 
be a CC Clique representative, the last minute appointment of SUNG was quietly 
accomplished. FAN Cheng-po of the Shanghai Yi Shih Pao was replaced by NIU Jo-wanz 
( 4 £ 47 >) of the same paper. Both SUNG and LIU are editors of little importane 
in Chinese journalistic circles.
